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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicant's amendnnent filed June 21, 2007 has been entered. Claims 1, 4-8, 23 
and 24 are currently pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 , 4-8, 23, and 24 are allowed. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Applicant's amended claims detailed in the amendment filed June 21 , 2007 are 
distinguishable from the prior art of record, for the reasons discussed by Applicant in the 
remarks filed June 21 , 2007 (page 8 [D] - 10). 

It is further noted that the closest prior arts of record (Martin, Fairley, Bowling) 
teach standard loans and mortgages. Applicant's invention is concerned with obtaining 
ownership in an intellectual asset if the venture receiving the investment fails to meet 
minimum performance conditions, wherein the minimum performance conditions are at 
least one of a return on investment goal, an earnings goal a market penetration goal, a 
gross sales goal, or a combination thereof. This is in contrast to a standard loan or 
mortgage, in which ownership of the collateral is obtained if the borrower is unable to 
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repay the minimum monthly payment. A monthly minimum payment is considered 
different and distinct from any of a minimum performance condition, a return on 
investment, earnings, or market penetration. 

4. No prior art of record teaches the missing claim limitations cited above. 
Furthermore, no prior art of record may be reasonably combined with any other 
reference to teach each and ever claim limitation.
